THE New ‘GRA COMMISSION 


In an official statement to the 
press, Hon. J@mes Malcolm, Minister 
of Trade and Colmerce, the 
reorganization of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners as ‘‘ithe first step. to- 
wards ‘implementing the recommends 
ations of the Committee on Agricult- 
ure, following the extensive investi- 
gation of last session.’’ 

In their choice of the personnel of 
the now Board, the Dominion’ Gov- 
ernment appear to have acted in per- 
fect. good faith, and to have been 
guided by a desire to secure effic- 
dency and to assure the protection of 
the rights of the growers of grain as 
well a& the trade. 

The chairman, Mr, Ramsay is a man 
of proved administrative capacity and 
wide experience who has take a very 
prominent part in the building up ot 
the Canadian Wheat Pools, which 
constitute tcday (apart from the Do- 
minion’ Government) the greatest 
business in Canada, Dr. MacGibbon, 
who is»well known in Abbenta, adds 
to his general qualifications as an 
economist an understanding cf mar- 
keting problems. He drew up the 
cconontic clauses of the report of the 
Turgeon Commizsion, which investi- 
g~ted the conduct cf the grain trade 
some years ago and called attemion 
to certain defects in the old form of 
administration of the Grain Act. Dr. 
MacGibbon also has a sound know- 
ledge of the principles and methods 
followed by co-operative marketing 
agencies in Canada, Mr. Hamilton is 
not so well known in Alberta, but in 
Saskatchewan he had long adminis- 
trative experience as Minister of Ag- 
riculture, and like Mr, Ramsay he is 
@ practical fanmer. 

The changes in the the Grain Act 
made last session and the reorganiz- 
ation of the Board of Grain Commis- 
s-oners follow broedly the recommen- 
dations made by Alberta farmers at 
the Annual Convention of the U.F.A. 
in January and by the Brown Royal 
Commission in Saskatchewan. The 
U.F.A. recommendations were brought 
forward in Parliament and advocated 
with great enengy and ability by the 
farmers’ representatives. The out- 
come reveals in a very striking way 
how far-reaching the results of intell- 
igent organized effort may be, The 
limits of what the farmers can ac- 
complish when they know clearly 
what they want and take the proper 
steps in an organized way to make 
their desires known, are very wide 
indeed.

THE SASKATCHEWAN CRISIS 


The last chapter of the decline and 
fall of the Government of Saskatch- 
ewan has been written. Liberals 
throughout Canada will agree that 
it is a humiliating fate for a great 
(party but one which is thoroughly 
deserved so long as it was under the 


‘atti of Mr. James G. Gardin- 
‘er under whose direction it became 


discredited; not by it’s policies but 


by ite ‘tactics and its reputation for 
‘control by an unscrupulous ‘‘gang’’. 
The governmont’s fight to retain its 
(place was carried on far into Thurs- 
day night and it was 1 o’clock Friday 
morning that the death blow was ad- 
ministered and Mr. Gardiner learned 
at length that there is no such thing 
as power at any price. The end can 
hardly be said to have bean unexpect- 
ed, since the Government’s defeat was 
ectually accomplished at ithe polls 
and any other leader would have 
acknowledged it by resigning. As it 
is ‘h> only added to his own humilia- 
ition and the best that can be said 
for him is that he fought to the last 
ditch albeit there was more of ob- 
stinacy, than of heroism in the fight. 

Comment on the sitting which led 
up to the Government’s nocturnal de- 
feat would not be complete without a 
complimentary reference to the ‘con- 
duct of Mr. Speaker Bryant who, in 
the chair for the first time and fre- 
quently acknowledging his own in- 
experience, showed the utmost sp‘rit 
of fair play and, altlough elected by 
the Opposition as recently es the pre- 
vious day, gave the Goverrmezt th: 
benefit of whatever doubt there was 
in his mind and every opportunity tu 
save itself if it could. 

The Tammany-like rule of the Gar 
diner Government, then, having b2en 
hoist with its own petard, it remain 
for a new government to demon- 
strate its moral superiority. At the 
present moment there is no positive 
guarantee that it will be any bet-cr. 
There is only the hope. Naturally 
the question occurs to everyone, 
‘‘wilk Mr, Gardiner continue to lead 
his party in opposition in the next 
house?’’ If Saskatchewan Libera!s 
are wise they will see to it that he 
does not, whatever else may happ-”. 
Now that the co-operative opposition 
of Conseryatives, Progressives and 
Independents is about to be become 
ithe Government its adherents will 
remember that they are called ther. 
to not by an electorate which repos- 
«3 confidence in their policies but by 
an electorate which is willing to ex- 
periment over the Gardiner regime. 
For this reason it will beeome Dr. 
Anderson and his followers to wa'k 
very cireumspectly while the Liber- 
als, for their part, will be well ad- 
vised to commence the immediate re- 
organization of their party under 
new leadership, so that it may re- 
gain as speedily as possible the pub- 
lie confidence which is its tradi- 
tional heritage.
